buy Rome of your pictures.' 'By George ! 
you nro a droll fellow, I must say.' 'You're 
another, /must say.' 'But,' pursued Tur- 
ner, 'rough-and-ready though you aro, T 
rather like yon. Do you really want to 
purchase tho canvasses you selected ?' 'Yen, 
of course I do, or I would not havo climbed 
your blessed stairs this morning.' 'Well, 
Mr. Gillott, I must bo frank with you. 
When I noticed you in my studio without 
pet mission, I thought it was a piece of im- 
pertinence, and when you asked the prices 
I thought you did so, as many vulgar people 
do, for mere curiosity, having no intention 
of buying, wishing only to know what valu- 
ation I put upon my works, nnd I gave you 
ft prico which suited my humor. Two of 
tho pictures nro already disposed of; the 
other, the first one you spoko of, is nt your 
acceptance for n thousand pounds.' 'I will 
take it,' said tho,princely Gillott; 'and I 
want you to mako n;o three or four others 
nt your own price.'
